"It was, therefore, most deplor. 


able that a Blaine faction in last 
week's convention 
should 
appear 


and make a fight in opposition to a 
public ownership resolution, and the 
home rule for cities resolution, and 
a resolution recommending a study 
of our p'rimary laws with a view of 
recommending legislation to im- 
prove them. 


"Although many Blaine support- 


ers came into the convention, (wom- 
en whom our officers declare they 
had never seen before), the efforts 
to make our organization take a 
reactionary stand were unsuccess- 
ful. 


"Finding themselves in a minority 


an attempt was made to adjourn the 
convention sine die by Mrs. Blaine 
before the business of the conven- 
tion was over, and before action was 
taken on several important mat- 
ters.

"The spectacle of the first lady 


of the state, and the wife of a su- 
preme court justice, so far forget- 
ting the dignity of their positions 
as to indulge 
in riolitical tactics 


which would shame even Chicago 
politicians, is one which the mem- 
bers of the progressive association 
will not soon forget. We were told 
that we were wasting valuable time

Would Change 
Constitution 
By Convention 


Victor L. Berger Intro- 


duces Amendment In 


The House 


WASHINGTON, 
D. 
C. — An 


amendment to the constitution of 
tho United States 
enabling con- 


gress by a majority vote 
of both 


houses "to call a convention for the 
purpose of revising 
or amending 


the constitution" was proposed by 
Representative Victor L. Sergei-, 
Socialist, in the house of represent- 
atives. 


In a statement Mr. Berger said: 
The present constitution was de- 


signed 'by the moneyed men, own- 
ers of script and big landowners of 
that day with a view to preventing 
the common people from exercising 
their political influence. 
Moreover, 


at that time less than one-sixth of 
the people could vote. A cleverly 
devised system of checks and bal- 
ances was employed to attain that 
end. 
The farmers were afraid of 


democracy, which had 
the same 


sound to them as has the 
word 


Bolshevism to a similar class to- 
day. Thus the worst features of 
a monarchy were 
included to de- 


feat the people's will. 


"Under the constitution the 


president of the United States ex- 
ercises powers during his term of 
office 
which are as autocratic as 


those ever wielded by an. absolute 
monarch. His will is equal to that 
of two-thirds of the 
house of rep- 


resentatives and the senate com- 
bined, and by his 
veto 
power he 


can prevent the enactment of legis- 
lation desired by a majority of the 
people. The 
fact that his mon- 


archial reign is limited in point of 
time—to four years—does not di- 
minish the absolute control -which 
he exercises during that period, 


"Furthermore his cabinet is not 


dependent upon congress at all and 
is not responsible to congress. 
The 


members of the cabinet are simply 
the secretaries and the servants of 
th-2 autocrat, who is also command- 
er-in-chief of the 
army and navy 


and appoints over a million office 
holders. 


The senate of the United States 


'fashioned after the 
British house 


of lords, continues to 
serve as an 


upper house Ipnjr after 
the 
insti- 


tution which it imitated has fallen 
into disuse. In it, a voter from the. 
state of Rhode Island counts for as 
much as ten voters from the state 
of New York. It is an undemocrat- 
ic body. 


'•\Vhatever possibilities remained 


that the people would still be able 
to overcome these 
obstacles 
were 


destroyed hy 
the 
creation of the 


federal judiciary, with its members 
appointed for life. The judiciary has 
undertaken to annul the laws of 
congress. Between the powers con- 
ferred upon the judiciary and those 
usurped by it, the people are the 
victims 
of a judicial 
oligarchy 


which has no parallel in any civil- 
ized country. 


"But aside from all of these ob- 


stacles which ought to be removed, 
if the people are to he permitted to 
govern themselves, it should be re- 
membered that a 
constitution is 


only a cloak for a body politic. 
Our federal constitution is a cloak 
made to fit a nation of 2,500,000 
'people one hundred fifty years ago. 
It; can no more be expected 
to 'fit 


the present nation than a garment 
made for an adult. 


"At the 
time the Constitution 


was framed, there was only one city 
that had a population 
of 30,000— 


Philadelphia. 
Telegraphs, 
tele- 


phones 
and 
railroads were 
xin- 


known, much less radio, wireless 
and the aeroplane. 
A 
man 
who 


could read ami reckon was consid- 
ered a wizard in the average com- 
munity. Schools were few and far 
between. 
It took months to travel 


from place to place now covered by 
a few 
hours. A 
corporation 
as 


then known was a city.
